“How may I restore my stamps which 
have oxidized and started to change col- 
or?” Many orange, red and similar col- 
ored stamps oxidize and the entire design 
or portions change to a brown or black. 
Peroxide of hydrogen may often be used 
to successfully restore the original color, 
put it must be used carefully. The worst 
danger is leaving the stamp in the perox- 
ide too long. Cover the stamp thoroughly, 
using a camel’s hair brush if available 
and then dry quickly near some heat. As 
soon as the oxidization stains disappear, 
wash the stamp very thoroughly in cold 
water. The peroxide will affect gum. If 
peroxide is applied to only part of the 
stamp, the result will be as bad in ap- 
pearance as before as the restored color 
will be uneven in intensity. 





“What does the marking ‘Buffalo 
Transit’ indicate? Is it a street car can- 
ellation?” Formerly, until about 1900 
of so, post offices had these markings 
which were applied to mails in transit 
through offices where apparently that 
particular piece was among matter being 
sorted. It was not used as a cancella- 
tion, except in error, as it is only a post- 
nark. 





“What is the Broken Hat variety on 
the Columbian issue?” This is a V- 
shaped cut in the hat of the third figure 
to the left of Columbus on the 2c and 
is a very common variety as it is found 
on a good proportion of the total issue. 





“Why were U. S. stamps grilled?” 
From 1867 to 1870 U. S. stamps were 
embossed with an impression (colorless) 
of a device which had rows of small steel 
pyramids which were intended to break 
the fiber of the paper and thus cause

“Have two stamps in panes of 12, de- 
signs being inscribed ‘United States De- 
partment of Agriculture’ and ‘Potato 
Tax Exempt’ with the only denomina- 
tion (?) being the inscriptions ‘2 Pounds” 
or ‘50 Pounds.’ What are these?” These 
were issued in connection with an at- 
tempt (later declared unconstitutional) 
to limit production of potatoes by taxing 
growers 45c per bushel at a time when 





potatoes were selling for only about 50c 
per bushel. Farmers were given Exempt 
stamps as above to use on the potatoes 
they were allowed to grow, or rather on 
the boxes or bag tags—not directly on 
the potatoes. Scott’s Specialized lists a 
series of stamps with denominations in 
money which were prepared for use on 
the potatoes sold in excess of quota. 
Stamps were used only about two months, 
in Florida, and then withdrawn. Only 
the two Exempt denominations are be- 
lieved to have been issued. The other 
stamps sell for around $10 per set.

This 
is an extra white space found at top of 
the figure 2 of the denomination, marring 
the curvature of the top of the figure, 
and has been termed a “cap” for easy 
identification. It was caused apparently 
by a defective transfer roll. 





“Why is the 50c 1871 Second Issue 
U. S. Revenue priced at $15 for a “punch 
cancellation in the catalogue and only 
12c without?” The catalogue listing is 
confusing here, as the listing is “c. Punch 
Cancellation” and above it is “b. In- 
verted Center.” #R115c refers to an in- 
verted center copy with punched can- 
cellation. An ordinary copy with punched 
cancel would be worth less than the 12c 
catalog valuation. 





“Can you tell me where I can procure 
a catalog of covers which is comprehens- 
ive ... including FAMs, CAMS, etc.?” 
The American Air Mail Society recently 
issued its 1940 American Air Mail Cata- 
log which covers all types of air covers, 
a thick volume with thorough notes on 
flights.

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Idaho Stamp Will Picture 
Capitol 





Postmaster General Farley has author- 
ized the issuance of a 3c stamp in con- 
nection with the fiftieth anniversary of 
the admission to statehood of the State 
of Idaho, which is to be celebrated on 
July 3, 1940. 

The new stamp will be placed on sale 
for the first time on that date at Boise, 
Idaho, State capital, and it will be placed 
on general sale at post offices throughout 
the country as soon thereafter as distri- 
bution will permit. 

The central design of the new Idaho 
commemorative stamp will be a repro- 
duction of the State Capitol building at 
Boise. In the upper left corner will ap- 
pear the inscription “50th anniversary 
Idaho 1890-1940” in Gothic lettering 
arranged in three lines. In the upper 
right corner of the new stamp, which is 
to be arranged horizontally, will appear 
the wording, “U. S. Postage Three (3) 
Cents” also in Gothic and arranged in 
two lines. In size the new stamp will 
correspond to the current Special De- 
livery stamp, and it will be printed in 
purple ink. 

Further details relative to first day 
cover arrangements and the quantity of 
stamps to be printed will be announced 
later by the Post Office Department. 
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Norfolk Island Stamps 





Norfolk Island, the remote dependency 
of Australia, will likely be the newest 
addition to stamp issuers. A stamp issue 
is in process of manufacture by the Aus- 
tralian stamp printer. Denominations are 
not definite, one report stating there 
will be but one stamp, a 2d; while the 
Minister of External Affairs of Australia 
is reported to have stated “stamps” with 
a view of the island would be issued. 

The island was a penal colony until 
about the middle of the 19th Century. 
Shortly after convicts were no longer sent 
there, the problem of the over-population 
of Pitcairn Island was settled by moving 
some of the descendants of the Bounty 
mutineers to Norfolk. A stamp issue for 
the island has been in prospect for sev- 
eral years, but only recently has it be- 
come definite. 


® Thousands of pieces of mail from the 
U. S. and adressed to Baltic countries 
were lost by the sinking on March 2 of 
the Swedish motor vessel Lagaholm near 
Scotland. 


® China at one time issued Postal Re- 
mittance stamps as a means of sending 
money between post offices. They did 
not pay postage and are quite scarce.

A. 8. D. A. BULLETIN REVIVED 





The ASDA Bulletin, official publication of 
the American Stamp Dealers Association, made 
its appearance a couple months ago after an 
absence of 23 years. The New York Chapter 
of the American Stamp Dealers Assn. is respon- 
tible for the publication’s appearance. They 

ithe rest of the dealers in the Society will 
Vote it as an official national organ. Funds left 
over from the New Yorkers World’s Fair adver- 
tising campaign made issuance possible. As the 
ASDA has been about the only philatelic organ- 
wation without an official journal, the publica- 

can be expected to meet with general 
&pproval. The first number consists of eight 
Pages, page size about half that of LINN’S. 





Sidney F. Barrett, President of the ASDA, out- 
lines the plans for the future, including work 
on a Credit Bureau, interchange of ideas and 
merchandising helps, and giving attention to the 
acts of the very few dealers who do so much to 
the discredit of philately. Carl E. Pelander, 
whose book on Finnish stamps raised funds for 
the Finns, is Treasurer of the N. Y. Chapter.

“politics” if it criticizes or praises a gov- 
ernment official.

Our hobby, in the past, has been treat- 
ed cavalierly by politicians for their own 
purposes. And it shouldn’t happen again. 
We shall in the future, as in the past, 
criticize postal officials if their acts are 
deemed contrary to the best interest of 
our hobby and praise them if the oppo- 
site be true.

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Cuban Issues for Lions and 
Rotary Clubs 


The Cuban postal service is preparing 
to issue a commemorative 2c stamp for 
the Rotary and Lions clubs international 
conventions which are scheduled to be 
held at Havana. Both stamps will be of 
similar design, a background of the 
Cuban flag on which is imposed tobacco 
leaves on the Rotary stamp, palms on 
the Lions, the emblem of either service 
cub and inscriptions of denomination 
and country of origin. The 2c Rotary 
stamp will be issued presumably on the 
first day of the convention, June 9. Over 
10,000 delegates and members of their 
families will attend the convention. 2,- 
500,000 copies are to be printed of each 
stamp and a special postal station will 
be established at the convention head- 
quarters. Sheets will be of 100 subjects. 
The Lions stamp will be issued July 24 
at their convention scheduled for July 
23-25. This will be the first time the 
Lions emblem has appeared on a stamp, 
though the Rotary club’s emblem ap- 
peared on occasion of another convention 
in 1931 at Vienna, Austria. 

Cuban collectors are arranging for 
Havana’s second philatelic exposition 
which will be held June 7 to 14 in honor 
of the Rotary Convention. Only Cuban 
entries will be exhibited due to lack of 
time. A souvenir label is to be issued 
and details may be obtained of the Sec- 
retary, Richard Milian, Teatro Auditor- 
ium, Calzada y D, Havana.

I came upon an old style 1c coil precan- 
celled Maumee, Ohio, in a type resem- 
bling U-16 but smaller. The letters of 
the type were of the same bold style as 
U-16. The precancellation looks like a 
type set or an electro job, or it might 
have been done on a multigraph. I 
hazard this last guess only because To- 
ledo used a multigraph with its U-1 
plate. Just how the actual printing was 
done I can’t guess, nor WHY it was 
done. The lines above and below are 
about the same thickness as a B-11 coil 
and spaced almost if not the same, too. 
Wouldn’t it be a joke if this was a new 
bureau type? It looks more substantial 
than the B-11 and B-13s. As this is 
hardly probable and as the item must 
be a city type, I would like to hear from 
those who have a copy of this stamp and 
also from those, if any, that know any- 
thing about it. I think it really is an 
interesting item.

1940 P. S. S. Convention

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- NOTES ON U. S. ISSUES 





The Chicago Daily Tribune of April 26 
quotes Capt. A. C. Townsend of Okla- 
homa City in a column length article 
that the issuance of so many commemo- 
rative stamps invites counterfeiting. That 
officials and public cannot keep up with 
what’s what in latest stamps is shown by 
the frequent use of wrong stamps on 
mail and confusion in post offices. 


A cover came through without stamps 
or postage due, reports L. L. Smith of 
Akron, Ohio. It was mailed in 1935 at 
Tampa. A cover with block of Arkan- 
sas commems supposedly first day, came 
through uncancelled, he writes, back in 
1936. 





The announcement of the 3c Pony 
Express commemorative issue took 
all the Washington columnists by sur- 
prise. Just who so successfully lobbied 
for this stamp is not yet known, but the 
story will be interesting when divulged. 





The reason the low values of 25c and 
50c of the Consular Service Fee stamps 
are much higher in price than higher 
denominations is that few of these 
stamps were used due to their sole use 
being the payment of charges for addi- 
tional wordings in legal documents, as 
the usual charge was $1 and up, with 
$2.50 the commonest used value. 





Postmasters continue to have difficulty 
with permit meter mailers incorrectly 
dating matter presented for mailing. A 
recent postal order, directed postmasters 
to call to mailers attendion any incorrect 
dates and that such mail be run through 
the cancelling machines before being dis- 
patched. If mailers persist in careless 
dating of their mail, postmasters are em- 
powered to collect a 10% additional 
charge above the postage indicated as 
paid. In extreme cases of carelessness the 
matter may be returned and mailer in- 
structed to put it in new envelopes with 
correct meter indicia. 


Internal revenue stamps of the Phil- 
ippines are horizontal rectangular in 
format and since 1907 have been of the 
same design: “Philippine Islands” across 
the top, a palm tree in center, serial 
number printed on blank space to left 
and right of tree; near foot of tree to 
left are the small letters “ACT 1189” 
and at right “PH. COM.” In bottom 
corners is the denomination in figures 
and between them across foot of stamp 
“CENTAVOS.” These stamps when used 
are cut in half, one portion remaining 
with the revenue office and the other 
upon the receipt given the person paying 
the tax. Values range from Ic up to the 
thousands of pesos. In 1930 a new issue, 
of the same design but about twice as 
large was issued. Some cancelled copies, 
not cut in two, have been on the mar- 
ket.

JOHN PHILIP SOUSA 


For nearly half a century John Philip Sousa ranked as 
the outstanding bandmaster in America, being dubbed 
the “March King” by his admirers. 
Washington, D. C., November 6, 1854, his father being 
Spanish and his mother German. 
recorded as appearing in public as a violin soloist and at 
15 taught harmony. At the age of 18 he led a theater 
In the Centennial Year he was violinist in 
the popular Offenbach Orchestra and followed this as 
soloist or conductor for various theatrical and musical 
In 1880 he was appointed leader of the U. S. 
Marine Corps Band, which due to him became the most 
famous band of the time. He resigned on August 1, 1892, 
to form Sousa’s Band with which he toured the United 
States and Europe for many years.

he began from New York City a tour of the world which 


lasted for over a year. 


His compositions are used by marching units throughout 


the world, some pieces being officially designated as such by various governments 
including the U. S. Among the more popular marches are “Washington Post,” 
“High School Cadets,” “Semper Fidelis,” “Stars and Stripes Forever,” and “El 
Capitan.” He also composed a number of Suites, and the music for light operas, 


these also being popular. 


Two novels were written by Sousa, who also is remem- 


bered for his book “National, Patriotic and Typical Airs of Many Lands.” He was 


married in 1879 to Jane Bellis.
